Conditions  of  Sale 


Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  betw  een  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
w  hich  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  (H.A  deposit  at  the  actual

Risk  after  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's 
hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchaser's  risk,  and  neither 
the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any 
damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any 
other  cause  whatsoever. 

Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 
Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.

Jan  Leyniers  [op.  1660-1700]  was  the  eldest  son  of  Everard 
Leyniers  and  a  member  of  the  most  famous  family  of  Brussels 
tapestry  weavers.

He  was 
privileged  master  in  Brussels  May  4,  1662  and  became  early  famous 
for  his  rendering  of  the  Triumph  of  the  Church  after  P.  P.  Rubens, 
the  series  being  repeated  several  times.  A  Story  of  Alexander  after 
Le  Brun  was  undertaken  and  repeated  with  the  assistance  of 
Pemans.  Van  Den  Hecke  is  also  noted  for  series  of  The  Four 
Elements  and  The  Four  Seasons.  The  present  series  was  woven 
about  1680.  The  tapestry  Spring,  a  companion  to  the  above,  is  in  the 
Bavarian  State  collection  and  is  illustrated  in  H.  Gobel.

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hangings,  L'Histoire  de  France,  after  the  designs  of  the  artists  Suvee, 
Durameau,  Barthelemy,  Menageot,  Brenet,  Vincent  and  Lebarbier. 
The  first  weaving  was  begun  in  1786  by  the  master  workmen  Cozette 
and  Audran;  the  present  tapestry  was  executed  only  once  at  this 
time.  The  second  and  only  repetition  was  put  on  the  loom  in  1801, 
continued  under  the  Empire  and  terminated  at  the  Restoration  of 
Louis  XVIII;  thus  only  two  hangings  with  this  subject  exist,  of 
which  this  is  the  first. 

Pierre-Francois  Cozette  [op.  1736-1792]  was  one  of  the  most 
famous  of  the  eighteenth  century  master-weavers  of  the  Gobelins 
ateliers;  he  worked  on  the  basse  lisse,  or  low-warp,  loom  during 
the  years  1736-1749  as  entrepreneur  chef  d'atelier,  acting  as  director 
of  the  haute  lisse  looms  from  1749  to  1792.  In  the  misfortunes  which 
ensued  on  the  Revolution,  the  co-directors  Audran  and  Cozette  were 
ruined.  Pierre-Francois  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Michel-Henri 
Cozette. 

Barthelemy,  according  to  the  records  of  the  Gobelins,  was 
responsible  for  the  design  of  only  three  tapestries,  all  in  the  present 
series:  Le  Siege  de  Calais,  La  Reprise  de  Paris  par  le  connetable 
de  Richemont,  and  Le  Combat  de  Marcel  et  de  Maillard. 

The  subject  recounts  the  vicissitudes  of  Paris  during  the  revolt 
of  the  Jacquerie,  while  the  French  King  John  lay  captive  in  London. 
Etienne  Marcel,  the  courageous  provost  of  the  merchants,  attempted 
to  secure  municipal  liberties  for  the  city  by  joining  the  peasant  revolt: 
he  caused  two  ministers  to  be  slain  and  even  enlisted  the  aid  of  the 
villainous  Charles  the  Bad,  King  of  Navarre,  an  ally  of  England. 
Public  sentiment  turned  against  him;  a  watch  was  set,  and  as  he  was 
in  the  act  of  turning  over  the  keys  of  the  city  to  the  King,  he  was 
assassinated  by  Jean  Maillard,  one  of  the  heads  of  the  milice,  on 
the  night  of  July  31,  1358.

Note:  See  note  to  preceding.  L'A ssassinat  de  l'amiral  Coligny, 
after  Suvee,  was  the  first  of  the  series  of  nine,  L'Histoire  de  France, 
referred  to  above;  the  first  weaving  was  undertaken  in  1786  by 
Cozette  and  Audran,  the  present  tapestry  being  carried  out  twice. 
A  repetition,  begun  in  1801,  was  terminated  at  the  Restoration  of 
Louis  XVIII,  so  that  three  examples  in  all  exist.  The  execution 
has  the  same  superb  mastery  as  that  of  the  preceding.  The  cartoon 
is  different  in  type,  the  composition  not  partaking  of  the  Rubenesque 
quality  of  the  Barthelemy  picture,  but  having  a  beautiful  clarity 
and  definiteness  accentuated  by  the  careful  focusing  of  the  light  on 
the  two  protagonists  of  the  drama  and  the  cunningly  devised  group- 
ing of  the  assassins. 

Joseph-Benoit  Suvee  [1743-1771]  was  born  in  Bruges  and  was 
celebrated  as  a  painter  of  historical  subjects;  he  became  director 
of  the  Academie  de  France  at  Rome,  where  he  died  in  1771.    He  exe- 

[Continued] 
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cuted  the  originals  for  the  above  tapestry  together  with  those  of 
La  Fete  a  Pastes,  La  Vestale  Clelie  and  Enee  quittant  Troie  em- 
brasee,  in  the  classical  taste  of  the  Directory. 

The  present  tapestry  was  known  under  the  ancien  regime 
as  Violences  failes  a  I'amiral  Coligny.  Hangings  of  this  period 
are  rare.  According  to  Lacordaire,  Notice  historique  stir  les  manufac- 
tures imperiales  des  tapisseries  des  Gobelins,  1853,  p.  130,  it  was 
decided  under  the  Directory  that  a  jury  des  arts  should  make 
examination  of  the  tapestries  then  outstanding  on  the  Gobelins  looms 
and  decide  concerning  their  fate.  Sixteen  seances  were  held  (Sep- 
tember 10-25,  1794)  as  a  result  of  which  twelve  tapestries  in  the 
process  of  execution  were  suppressed,  as  representing  subjects  in- 
compatible with  republican  ideas;  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the 
completed  works  were  condemned  as  anti-republican,  fanatical  or 
immoral ;  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  rejected  on  artistic  grounds. 
Only  twenty  subjects,  including  the  present  tapestry,  found  favor  in 
the  eyes  of  the  jury. 

Gaspard  de  Coligny  [1519-1572]  scion  of  a  noble  Burgundian 
family,  rose  to  be  Colonel-General  of  Infantry,  and  in  1552  Admiral 
of  France.  He  later  seceded  to  the  Protestant  faith,  placing  himself 
at  the  head  of  his  co-religionists  after  the  death  of  Henri  II,  an  act 
which  embroiled  him  with  the  powerful  Catholic  family  of  Guise  in 
1560,  and  provoked  a  civil  war.  After  a  patched-up  peace,  Coligny 
returned  to  court  to  become  a  favorite  of  Charles  XI;  but  the 
alarm  of  the  queen-mother  resulted  in  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholo- 
mew on  the  night  of  the  24th  August,  1572,  when  the  admiral  was 
attacked  in  his  own  house  and  slain  by  Besme,  a  servant  of  the  due 
de  Guise.
